DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 

that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (l) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United States and was 
pubUshed under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 11-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated 
by Redekop (6478674, cited by applicant). 

Redekop clearly anticipates claims 11-27, because Applicant filed a statement 
(dated 12/16/2003) in accordance with 37 CFR 1.607 identifying claims 11-27 as 
corresponding exactly or substantially to issued claims 1-17 of the prior art, which 
are fuUy supported by the prior art's disclosure. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 1-10 are allowed (same claims as in parent application, now patent 
no. 6511374). 
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Response to Arguments 
4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-27 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

(6) For each constructive reduction to practice for which the applicant wishes 
to be accorded benefit, provide a chart showing where the disclosure 
provides a constmctive reduction to practice within the scope of the 
interfering subject matter.
